Grafted  Roses  for  Forcing- 

We  are  often  asked  still  as  to  the  relative  values  of  own-root  and 
grafted  roses;  with  growers  who  have  tried  both,  the  testimony  is  prac- 
tically unanimous  for  grafted  stock  — because 

(1)  Grafted  plants  make  their  growth  and  take  on  size  more  quickly 
than  own  root;  — and  we  all  desire  well-grown  plants  as  early  as  possible  so 
that  the  plant  may  go  into  the  blooming  season  fully  furnished. 

(2)  Grafts  can  assimilate  more  food. 

(3)  They  produce  more  high-grade  blooms,  consequently  are  more 
profitable. 

This  is  true  of  all  the  forcing  varieties  except  SUNBURST,  which  has 
been  found  best  on  its  own  roots. 

We  guarantee  highest-grade  stock.  Our  selected  British  Manetti  came  in 
early  and  are  the  finest  we  have  ever  received.

each  plant  keeps  up  a very  close  succession  of  bloom,  and  again  unlike 
Richmond  it  is  a good  summer  rose. 

It  is  a clean  grower,  shows  very  little  inclination  to  “spot”  or  mildew; 
indeed  the  variety  is  quite  clear  of  both.  It  is  an  easy  doer,  grows  side  by 
side  with  Richmond  and  Killarney,  and  has  become  instantly  popular  and  in 
heavy  demand  in  the  four  cities  where  blooms  have  been  sold,  flower  buyers 
through  the  section  calling  for  it  by  name.  We  are  describing  the  rose  very 
fully  in  response  to  questions  asked  us  by  intending  purchasers. 
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So  free  in  both  growth  and  production  of  bloom  is  it  that  it  is  already  rec- 
ognized as  having  the  qualities  of  a great  commercial  cut-flower  variety.
